Although the Federal. Republic of 
Germany was a product of American 
policies, neither the CDU/CSU. govern- 
ments nor SPD/FDP governments have 
always abided by Washington's wishes. 

Chancellor Kohl ‘is no exception. 
Ever since the 1950s, relations between 
Bonn and Washington have been mark- 
ed by quarrels, whether on account of 
respective attitudes towards the Sovict 
Union as during the Berlin crises, parti- 
cularly when the Wall was built, or due 
to closer ties with de Gaulle, the Nato 
strutogy und ils costs, the Ostpo/lîtik or 
West Germany “néutral stance” during 
the Yom-Kippur war, 

However, these quarrels were more 
or less (amily squabbles, The definition 
of Federul Republic of Germany for- 
vign policy provided hy Willy Brandt 
ufter becoming Chancellor in 1969 shed 
some light on the rensons behind them; 

“Our nalional interest does nut allow 
us to tke up A position between the 
West and the Eusl: the Federal Repu-« 
blic of Germany needs cooperation und 
coordinulion with the West und an un- 
derstanding with the Hust.”

` All that is required is for the subscri- 
ber to have a telephone because the 
cammiünications link between the apart- 
ment and the emergency service runs 
via the phone. 

Essentially, Funkfînger consists of 
the emergency button, a microphone 
and a loudspeaker. The microphone is 
only activated when the button ls press- 
ed, preventing uny inudvertant caves- 
dropping. 

When the button is pressed, It takes 
barely u second to establish voice con- 
tact between the home and {he emer- 
gency service, 

A “going out" button tells the service 
that the user is going out. 

{f the user is unable to talk, Funkfin-= 
ger lakes over automatically as soon us 
the button has been pressed, informing 
the service that there is an emergency. 
The service operator .has a computeris- 
ed data bunk giving informatlon such as 
nime, address, uge, ailments, medicu- 
tion used, doctor, helpful neighbours, 
etc. 

This enubles {he service to provide 
help within minues event if the subscri- 
ber cun no longer speak. 

There have been few renlly dranıutic 
life-and-death situntiors since the pro- 
jeet that now has 150 subscribers was 
launched. The system that starled with 
five subscribers İs built on û moduie 
basis and can be expanded to encom-

There is no denying the fact that Wag-

Wagner discussion is dominted by Ideo- 
logical interpretations of the composer, 
dramatist and stage practitioner. 

Among the more noteworthy works 
here are Adorno's perspicacious Essay 
on Wagner, the admiringly detached 
biography by Martin Gregor-Dellin and 
the profoundly researched studies by 
Hans Mayer and Peter Wapnewski,
